ories or other schemes devised to 
separate a merchant from his cash. 
Newspaper advertising is reeojr- 

li/.ed as the only profitable pub- 
lieit.v method and will he strictly 
adhered to in the. future. This 

letision was reached after (,nc 

year's investigation of results ob- 
tained from various forms of ad- 
vertising. 

A committee was appointed by 

the Merchants' League who kept 
actual figures on the business done 
by the merchants and trades! t<> va- 
rious forms of advertising. The 
only form of advertising showing 
actual benefits was t raged to le 
gitimate newspapers. Special 
boom editions were condemned by 
the committee and merchants were 

m ood to refrain from using them. 
They are usually the products of 

solicitors traveling from city to 
rity interesting a certain class of 

ii iwspapers in their schemes and 
tukino- a per cent, of the prolits 

t >r their share in the work-, spend- 
ing do money with the merchant! 
who advertised. The Newcastle 
Merchants" League recommend 
that their merchants use only the 
bona tide newspapers published 
regularly either daily, Sunday or 
weekly." tf
